Before Broadcasting. 

Wireless telegraphy has been an accomplished 
act now for somo thirty years, whilst broad 
casting has been with us for but twa. Yet 
wantless thousansls of years ago Nature enabled 
‘what we call the lower animals and the insects 
to develop a system of wireless which ix overy 
hit as wonderful in its way as that which we 
human beings have #0 recently acquired. . Many 


of her creatures are able to comarunicate with 
‘ane another aver yreat distances at. sponds that 
‘re almost incredible, aud this they do without 


ig visible sgn or audible sound 
Have you ever watched the evolutions of a 
flock of tiny fast-flying birds such as dunlins ¢ 
They fly in very close formation, each bird being 
Dut a fev inches from those before and behind, 
hove and below it. "Their speed is tremendous, 
As they speed along the sea shore near the 
‘water's edge, the whale Hock stldenly “banks” 
land turas as one, It cannot be that they see 
the birds in front of them swerve and follow 
their lead ; the movement is absolutely sizmul- 
taneous, in fact, if any one bird were tho least 
bit slow, the whole flock would be 
jon and there would be collisions eve 
There must be here some lightning 
method of communication by. which every 
_member of the flock is able to reecive a mesiage 
‘and to act upon it instantly. Ht appears to be a 
kind of collective thought.

‘Then one horse suddenly threw up its 
bend. In & second every head was up, and 
within a few moments head ropes and heel ropes 
hhad been broken and the whole rob of horses 
was stampeding madly over the countryside, 
‘That firt horse saw o sensed something which 
terrified an instant he hal commmunicated 
his fright to every horse within a mile. To all 
‘ab the same moment came the message to stam- 
pede, and they acted upon it simaltancoush 
Relics of the Past.

SCHOENBERG'S “* RESPLENDENT NIGHT.” 
(Neweastze, Soxpar,) 
RNOLD SCHO 


BERG waa born in Vienna 
in 1874, Reaplendent Night (Verllarte 
Nacht) is ove of his earlier works, It first 
‘appeared some years back az a Sextet for Violin 
Violws and ‘Cellos (two af each).

But there aro so many tunes, and their treat 
ment ia 0 complex, that the most experienced 
musician could bavdlly hope immediately to 
follow the mnsio in detail without the score 
One should, rather, try to appreciate it ax a 
tome-picture, and as an expression of the spirit 
of the poems, dominated by the atmosphere of 
this resplendent, moonlit night.

HERE died in 1918 one who will be ranked 
‘and ix already for that matte?—among 
teat miaical geniuses of hia age. Bt 
Achille Debussy was more than a great 
an: he was an experimenter whose di 
caveries were to lead his contemporaries to a 
study Of the scientific side of nasi, a necessary 
study, it one were to succeed in analysing the 
wondrous effects the master obtained. 

Debuts was a marvellous expo dreamy 
‘nisi, a fact which strikes the note of his own 
charaster, He was @ dreamoe and visionary— 
‘© poet of melody—and, being hy natu 
exceedingly shy individual, he found in 
rmusio, the only natural and satisfying outlet 
for the ebullient thoughts that caine to him. 
Anyoue who has heard his Pelléas ond Méli 
sande (which, by the way. rquired thirteen 
years to write) will know what strangely ethereal.

An Imaginary World.
